It will be noted, too, that Iversou, speak- 


ing for tbo secession!' 1 1, scouts the idea 
that the repeat of tho personal liberty laws 
ist of any consequence, or that the south 
would bo satisfied with their abrogation — be 
demands nothing less than a change of the 
public sentiment of the north in favor of 
slavery, aud a congressional slave code for 
the protection of slavery in the tenitories. 
We ore called upon to believe slavery mor- 
ally and politically right, and to legislate in 
view of that belief. Are the democrats of 
(ho north ready to take that stand ? We 
should like to hcnr from the Madison Pat- 
riot, on this poiut. 


Mr. Pugh wiw magnanimous enough to 


say that nine-tenths of the republicans art- 
opposed to interfering with slaves in the 
stated ; which is true, as far as the remark 
goesj he uii^ht have said ninety-nine hun- 
dredthd of them. The debate was a rich 
one, uud will be read with interest.

in the senate on Monday. He took repub- 
lican giound, fturt protested against alt com- 
promises, 
\Ve had woo tbe victory, and 


must have wbat we contended for — that sla- 
very should not exist in the territories. He 
declares that a slate has no right to secede 
— he Ski not apprehend that war would be 
made upon a seceding state, but that they 
had tbe right to do so if they thought fit — 
the revenue must bo collected by the au- 
thority of tbe Chief Magistrate, and if this 
wa& resisted, force must meet force, when 
the weakest would go to thu wall.

aud religion, at least when religious men 
and preachers talk John Brown and repub- 
licanism. 


The Baptists of Alabama number 60,231, 


a pretty large army, and among them is 
immense wealth, and they have many very 
good and able men. 
When tbey unani- 


mously resolve that secession is inevitable; 
it means something. They are not indeed 
unanimous, bnt the largp majority deem it 
advisable and necessary. When the colo- 
nies of America meditated and after tbey 
had accomplished seceision,tbe pulpit raised 
its voice, and all but tbe Episcopal clergy 
favored the mighty step with all its danger?.

d between the episcopal and baptist clergy, 
we are utterly at a loss to determine. 


If the secession of the southern states, 


for tbe avowed purpose of perpetuating and 
extending slavery, is justified, tho illustra- 
tion by a revolution which was a revolt 
against an iufiuittly less oppression und 
wrong than slavery, is a very unfortunate 
one. 
If we are rebuked for publishing an 


item of newa, as we publish hundreds of 
others, without approt al or dissent, then the 
complaint is a very common one, so com- 
mon that it has no elfcct ujioa us. If the 
auti slavery preaching of the north is con- 
demned, because it is outside of legitimate 
pulpit duties, then ouly one more step is 
needed to pass under the same condemna- 
tion nil pulpit labors against intemperance 
or any other moral evil. A home work 
might be very soon commenced in this di- 
rection. If an invidious comparison be- 
tween the clergy of different denominations 
is designed, tbe effort is in very bad taste 
and altogether uncalled for, and a student 
of history might possibly find material for 
a bitter retort, if we would permit a dis- 
cussion of that character. The revolution 
had as earnest supporters in tbe American 
branch of tbe Church of England as in 
any other church, and her clergy were then 
and are now as patriotic aud faithful in 
their duties to the state as any other body of 
ecclesiastics.

a leading editorial from tbe pen of Thur- 
low Weed, taking strong conaerative ground, 
and while firmly maintaining the constitu- 
tionality of tbe principles of the republican 
party, advising such u compromise as will 
settle existing difficulties and avert the evils 
at present threatening tbe Union.

We are almost prepared to 
say that territories may be safely left to 
take care of themselves, and that when 
tbey contain a population which, under the* 
census, entitles them to a representative in 
congress the; r«ay come into the Union 
with a government of their own framing; 
provided, of course, that they conform to 
the constitution of tbe United States.— 
This, in view of the surroundings of the 
territory belonging to the republic; iit view 
of the fact that for four years, at least, free- 
dom will have fair play, and in view also 
of emigration uud the censusj this, we say, 
almost constrains us to believe that we 
may new confine the future of the territo- 
ries to the intelligence and patriotism of 
those who are to inhabit them ; or, if this 
suggestion is iuadmissablc, there is anoth- 
er which contemplates a division of the re- 
maining territories of tbe United States as 
in 1820, when the Missouri compromise 
line wat established. To this we shall be 
told that the compact was violated and that 
the south can't be trusted. 
Perhaps it 


would be so again, but not in our genera- 
tion nor in tho next, nor until t'ue last six 
yeara have been forgotten.

tones with th* view of making them free 
states; and second, to secure the-offices 
and patronage of the general government. 
They -had some other schemes in their 
heads, such as a protective tariff, a home- 
stead bill, a Paffih'c railroad and the like.— 
But as for any policy in their minds oppres- 
sive on the institution of slavery in the 
states, they had none. 
The moat ultra 


New England state opposed any interfer- 
ence with tbe peculiar institutions of the 
south, and it was not fair nor honest to 
make such allegations against the republi- 
cans. Tbe remainder of Pitgh's speech 
was of no consequence to tbe general 
reader. 


Douglas next followed. He denied the 


charge of Iverson that tbe fugitive slave 
law is not enforced in the northern states. 
He supposed all laws of congress w"re 
sometimes violated or not rigorously exe- 
cuted. The north enforced tbe fugitive 
slave law quite as faithfully as ike south en 
forced the taws against the African slaw 
trade. 
Nine-tenths of the complaints 


against the north are unfouuded ; there was 
a proueuess on the part of newspapers and 
politicians to magnify what little truth there 
was in these charges, for the purpose of in- 
framing the passions and prejudices of their 
section agaiust the north. (The Chicago 
Times and Herald (or instance.) In re- 
gard to Illinois, a majority of the fugitives 
are arrested and returned without any judi- 
cial process whatever.. But DP notice is ta- 
ken or credit given for these renditions.— 
In all cases where there happened a judi- 
cial arrest tbe slave was returned—except 
in two instances of rescue, in one of which 
the rescuers have been punished, and in the 
other they are awaiting trial. Wbat was 
true of Illinois was equally true of other 
border free states. He thought there was 
but trifling ground of complaint against the 
north on ihe subject of fugitive slaves, and 
that any man aught to be ashamed to bring 
np that thing as one of the reasons to jus- 
tify u dissolution of the Union. As to the 
personal liberty bills, he was opposed to 
them. But be never kenw of an instance 
in which a slaveholder lost a slave on ac- 
count of them. The tills exist only in 
states where tbe fugitive rarely goea, and 
the fuss about them proceeds ft om t/ie ttatet 
which never lose any negroes. The greatest 
excitement is found in proportion as you 
recede from the line between the free and 
slave states. Tbe border states, on each 
side of Mason and Dixon's line, are the 
only ones really interested in the question 
of recapturing fugitives. And they are the 
ouly oues who have no quarrel with each 
other on the subject. They don't threaten 
to dissolve the Union for any such flimsy 
pretexts. There never was a time when 
Illinois and Missouri could not settle all the 
difficulty that grew out of tbe escaping of 
slaves, by leaving it to two Justices of the 
Peace, selected on either side of the river, 
they choosing a third, and both states would 
abide by the award. These gentlemen, who 
have no interests in tho matter, magnified 
this thing from a mole-hill into a mountain. 
When you get down south into Georgia and 
Alabama, where they uever loso a slave, 
you find them terribly excited and disturb- 
ed by tbo outrages aud losses under the non- 
fulfilment of tbe fugitive slave law, exactly 
in proportion as they bave no interest in it. 
[Great laughter and applause on the floor 
and galleries.] 


Green of Missouri followed. He was for 


planting a standing army along the borders 
to catch slaves. He was for a strong gov- 
ernment. For physical power the pi-agent 
ouo was contemptible. It was not able to 
execute the promises and guaranties of the 
constitution. He preferred a centralized 
despotism, with such a man as Louis Nepo- 
leon to rule over us. Some might suppose 
he was advocating monarchy. Be it so I 
He would rathar have one good monarch 
than four hundred bad ones. He admitted 
that the fugitive slave law was enfoieed in 
proper case*, generally; but nine out often 
never come before the law. There must 
bo an armed police—a standing army, from 
east to west, and through the north—to 
catch the runaway slaves, or as certain as 
God lives, a dissolution of the Uuiou would 
take place, and in that event he would go 
with the south. 


Douglas replied: " The Senator confesses 


that in all instances where the attention of 
the courts is brought to the subject, the 
law is faithiully executed. Wbat more can 
any man ask? No law can be said to be 
left unexecuted unless the case under it 
has been first brought before a court of 
some sort. It is a harsh and unjust judg- 
ment against northern people to allege that 
they are responsible for the escape of slaves 
who have never been arrested. When you 
talk about ubn execution of laws, yon 
speak of cases that are never brought to 
tbe attention of the courts I It is a new 
and strange doctriue, that we are guilty of 
tbe non-fulfilment of a law, when we ad- 
minister it fairly and impartially in every 
case brought before 
our tribunals,"— 


(Laughter and applause.) 


Green squirmed and twisted, but Doug- 


las had him down and held him fast by the 
throat. He said he really wished the dis- 
union gentlemen would cease dealing in 
vague generalities, and make ont their cat- 
alogue of grievances with definite specifi- 
cations, and let the senate take up each 
case of grief in its turn and consider it,— 
If this was done, the country would ba 
amazed to sea tbe little real cause of com- 
plaint that existed, after all the tremendous 
ado that was being made by tbe cotton 
states at this time. 


Senator Fitch certified that the fugitive 


law was faithfully executed in Indiana. 


Old at istocrat' Mason arose with a lordly 


air aud mien, and declared with swelling 
pomposity that he was utterly amazed at 
what Douglas had said, in relation to the 
execution of tbe fugitive law. He (Mason) 
knew that it was habitually trampled under 
foot, and that not one slave in ten who es- 
caped was ever captured and returned.— 
Tho offence is complained ot, that the free 
states do not see the covenants of the con- 
stitution executed. It is their duty to us 
to catch and restore our runaway niggers. 
It is the duty of the state government lo 
help catch them. If the north expects lo 
live with us they must catch them. 
They 


must also give us the right to take our 
slaves into the free states for temporary 
purposes. 
They must recognize our slaves 


as constitutional property. He proceeded 
in this strain for some time. 


Douglas replied that tho north wasdesir 


ous to keep the covenants of the constitu- 
tion, and as they did not understand the 
business of nigger-catching as well as the 
south, they agreed by their representatives 
in congress to assign ttio task of framing 
a satisfactory law to tho gentleman from 
Virginia nitnself- (who is the father of the 
present fugitive lav.) 
It was passed with- 


out amendment, just as he drafted it. And 
now, if it works badly, why should the blow 
full on the north ? Why not shoulder the 
blame himself? If the law don't operate 
smoothly, it is no fault of the free states. 
He should not charge them with his own 
botch-work aud blunders. For eight years 
the law had been in the hands of its friend*. 
Pierce and Buchanan were democrats, the 
government had"B\en democratic. No one 
charged those administrations with being 
derelict in duty. Why should the republi- 
cans be blamed, who had never be«n re- 
sponsible for its execution ? [It wad with 
difficulty the chair restrained the applause 
in the galleries at these palpable hits and 
centre »hota.J

Interesting Debate in tbe Senate. 


.WASHIKOTON, Dec. 13, 1860. 


Senator Powell (dem., Ky.) offeied a resf 


ilution to appoint a special committee ot 
hirteen to inquire into southern grievances 
and report a remedy. 


Bigler of Pa., made a wishy-washy soit 


- speech, pielerring all kinds of excuses 
or the tehavior of the people of the north 
and particularly Pennsylvania, which he 
jledged the fire eaters would never go re 
mblican again, if they would only ioigive 
iei- for late offences. .He .was exceedingly 
contrite, meek, doughy and sheepish, and 
deserves to be spurned for his pusillanimous 
anguage, by every Pennsylvanian he meets.. 
He was followed by Iverson of Georgia, 
who spit upon Powell's resolution and snub- 
3ed Bigler. He asked what legislation was 
iroposed to .'protect"slave-holding rights 1. 
• The'fugitive slave laiy is a dead letter; "it 
s continually violated in consequence of a 
vitiated pnblic sentiment .in the free states, 
The'law is'not defective but public : senti- 
ment is." 
He" did not charge the failure to 


execute the law upon the personal .liberty 
ai.lls, of which so much complaint has been 
made. They have never operated to pre- 
'ent the execution of the..fugitive slave law. 
But it is northern mobs which are toblamr. 
The people of the north have been taught 
to believe, that slavery is wrong—this.ia tbe 
root of the evil. 
Northern democrats were 


as mnch corrupted in this respect ria repub- 
licans. 
The sentiment -of the 'people iniist 


changed, or the slaveholders could 'not 


slay in the Union. It had been suggested' 
to alter the constitution, making the' states 
into which slaves escape^ liable in damages 
for the value of the slaves. The idea was 
not:only impracticable bat absurd.. What 
would such a clause be worth 1 How are 
you going to sue a sovereign state ? \Vho 
will collect an execution for the price of a 
slave from the states of New.York, Ohio or 
Massachusetts? Away with such supreme 
nonsense! such miserable quack remedies I 
Bat does this Union-saving committee pro- 
pose to enact a slave Code for the territories 
to appease the slave-holders? Who seri- 
ously expects that such a remedy as that 
will ho enacted by this or any ^subsequent 
congress'? 
What party in the north will 


agree to anything of the sort? 
The repnb 


licans have just cast 1,850,000 votes against 
the principle of a federal:slave code and 
the Douglas nou-intervention-squatter-sov- 
ereiguty-clemocruU hare .polled over 1,200, 
000 votes for " My Great "Principle," which 
is as hostile to a slave code as the Wilraot 
Proviso doctrine of the republicans. 
How 


futile, then, to expect that the arrogant, ab- 
olitionisecl norlh will ever consent to the 
passage of a law protecting slavery in the 
western territories ? And I tell Senators 
here to-day, that the southern people' will 
never be satisfied wi h anything short of a 
congressional slave code to protect slavery in 
the territories. 
We are entitled to a slave 


code, and if we cannot get it in the Union, 
we shall seek our rights out of the Uuiou. 
Territorial expansion we shall have "at all 
hazards. 
Before the 4th of March seven 


states will have declared their independence, 
and established a confederacy of their own. 


Iverson proceeded in this strain of re- 


mark for over an hour, going on to show 
the increasing power of the north, and how 


s colonies were over-running and taking 
ossession of all the public domain, cutting 
up into free states and elbowing out the 
laveholders by the hot-bed process of free 
:ate immigration to the west. The border- 
lave states complain of the cotton states 
or the secession move'ment now in/pro- 
ress. 
They say we have no business to 


ake them out of the Union against their 


ill. 
Well, sir, if they don|t want to go,

ritories and protect them by congressional 
enactment.

;enths of the people of the. cotton .states. 
The border states may choose to remain 
with the north. 
They .can live a,nd ndaris'h 


without slavery.

are not appropriate to slave labor.

groes, as laborers,: are of little value to 
them; but with us they are essential to the 
cultivation of tropical products. 
The bor- 


der states may become free and help swell 
the power and arrogance of the north.— 
Oar destiny is to expand southward into 
the tropics. If -the border states do not go 
with us. I will not stand security that the 
African slave trade will not be re-opened, 
aud then what,will become of the great mo- 
nopoly of the negro market - now.enjoyed 
by the border states, including South Caro- 
lina? I want to say. a word to the people 
of this District. It' Maryland secedes and 
joins us, Washington city will be continued 
as the capital of a southern confederacy. 
The buildings are ready to our hand. The 
facilities for traveling and the..transmission 
of news have almost annihilated distance, 
and our distant slave states would as soon 
come to Washington as to Georgia. 


But if we are obstructed by the tardy ac- 


tion of Maryland and Virginia, and oppos- 
ed and goaded by the taunts of the owners 
of brick and mortar here, ,we will perma- 
nently fix our seat of government else- 
where, and thesB marble palaces, now teem- 
ing with life and luxury, these habitations 
of beauty, grace and elegance, instead of 
echoing to the scenes of mirth and melody 
will become the/habitations of'bats, lizards 
and owls. 
Be careful that you do not 


oblige us to pronounce the words, " too 
late." 


Iverson was followed by Pugh (democrat 


of Ohio) in a tolerably fair, light-weight 
speech, lather wordy, but not bad consider 
ing the source it came from;

Interesting Debate In the Senate. 


WASHIXOTOS, Dec. 13, 1860. 


Senator Powell (dem., Ky.) offered a resj 


olntion to appoint a special committee of 
thirteen to inquire into southern grievances 
and report a remedy. 


Bigler of Pa., made a wishj-washy.. sort 


of speech, preferring all kinds of excuses 
for the behavior of the people of the north 
and particularly Pennsylvania, which he 
pledged the fire eaters would never go re- 
publican again, if they would only forgive 
her for late offences. 
He 'was exceedingly 


contrite, meek, doughy and sheepish, and 
deserves to be spurned for his pusillanimous 
language, by every Pennsylvanian lie meets. 
He waa followed by Iverson of Georgia, 
who spit upon Powell's resolntiqu and snub- 
bed Bigler. He asked what legislation was 
proposed to protect slave-holding rights ? 
" The fugitive slave law. is a dead letter ; it 
ia continually violated in consequence of a 
vitiated public sentiment in the free states. 
The law is not defective but public senti- 
ment is.'' He did not charge the 'failure to 
execute the law upon the personal liberty 
bills, of which so ranch complaint has been 
made. They have never operated to pre- 
vent the execution of the fugitive slave law. 
But it is northern mobs which are to blame. 
The people of the north have .been taught 
to believe that slavery ia wrong—this'is the 
root of the evil. Northern democrats were 
as mujh corrupted in this respect as repub- 
licans. 
The sentiment of the people must 


be changed, or the slaveholders could not 
stay in the Union. It had been .suggested, 
to alter the constitution, making the states 
into which slaves escape, liable in damages 
for the value of the slaves. The idea was 
not only impracticable but absurd. What 
would such a clause be worth? How are 
you going to sue a sovereign state'? . Who 
will collect an execution for the price of a 
slave from the states of New York, Ohio or 
Massachusetts ? A'way with snch, supreme 
nonsense! such miserable quack remedies ! 
But does this Union-saving committee pro- 
pose to enact a slave cods for the territories 
to appease the slave-holders? Who seri- 
ously expects that such a remedy as that 
will bo enacted by this or any .^subsequent 
congress ? What party in the north will 
agree to anything of the sort? The repub 
licans have just cast 1,850,000 votes against 
tho principle of a federal slave code and 
the Douglas non-ititerver.tion-st|uatter-sov- 
ereigr.iy-demoerats have polled over 1,200, 
000 votes for " My Great Principle," which 
is as hostile to a slave code as the Wilniot 
Proviso doctriue of the republicans. How 
futile, then, to expect that tho arrogant, ab- 
olition'ised north will ever consent to the 
passage of a law protecting slavery in the 
western territories ? And I tell Senators 
here to-day, that the southern people will 
never be satisfied wi h anything short of a 
congressional slave code to protect slavery in 
the territories. We are entitled to a slave 
code, and if we cannot get it in the Union, 
we shall seek our rights out of the Union. 
Territorial expansion we shall tave at all 
hazards. Before the 4th of March seven 
states will have declared their independence, 
and established a confederacy of their own. 


Iverson proceeded in this strain of re- 


mark for over an hour, going on to show 
the increasing power of the north, and how 
its colonies were, over-running and taking 
possession of all'the public domain, cutting 
it up into free states and elbowing out the 
slaveholders by the hot-bed process of free 
state immigration to the west. The border 
slave states complain of the cotton states 
for the secession movement now in pro- 
gress. 
Thgy say we have no business to 


take them out of the Union against their 
will. Well, sir, if they don't want to go, 
let them stay. But they complain of us for 
making so much noise and confusion about 
fugitive slaves_wheu our section lose no 
slaves, and that they who suffer make no 
threats on that account to dissolve the Uni- 
on. I know ice do not suffer in thin respect; 
it is not at all for the want of good faith in 
the northern people to forces reclaiming 
slaves nor their personal liberty bills, that 
we intend to break up the Union. 
The 


trouble is far deeper. It lies in the vitiated 
sentiment of the north, in their notion that 
slaver;/ is icrong. They must give up that: 
they must admit our slaves into all the ter- 
ritories and protect them by congressional 
enactment. They must recognize slaves as 
property under the constitution, or we can 
no longer tolerate a political confederacy 
with them. I speak the sentiments of nine- 
tenths of the people of the cotton states. 
The border states may choose to remain 
with the north. They can live and flourish 
without slavery. 
Their soil and climate 


are not appropriate to slave labor. 
Ne- 


groes, as laborers, are of little value to 
them; but with us they are essential to the 
cultivation of tropical products. 
The bor- 


der states may become free and help swell 
the power and arrogance of the north.— 
Our destiny is to expand southward into 
the tropics. If the border states do.not go 
with us. I will not stand security that the 
African slave trade will not be re-opened, 
and then what will become of the great mo- 
nopoly of the negro market now enjoyed 
by the border states, including South Caro- 
I'.na? I waut to say a word to the people 
of tbis District. If Maryland secedes and 
joins.us, Washington city will be continued 
as the capital of a southern confederacy. 
The buildings are ready to our hand. The 
facilities for traveling'and the transmission 
of news have almost annihilated distance, 


f and our distant slave states would as soon 
1 come to Washington as to Georgia. • 


But if we are obstructed by the tardy ac- 


tion of Maryland and Virginia, and oppos- 
ed and goaded by the taunts of the owners 
of brick and mortar here, we will perma- 
nently fix our seat' of government else- 
. where, and these marble palaces, now teeru- 
I ing with life and luxury, these habitations 
of beauty, grace and elegance, instead of 
echoing to the scenes of mirth and .melody 
will become the habitations of- bats, lizards 
and owls. Be careful, that you do not 
oblige us to pronounce th'o words, ''too 
late." •

The synopsis of tbe debate in tho Sen- 


ate on the 13th inst., which we publish to- 
day, is a triumphant refutation of the false 
charges made against the north and the re- 
publican party ; and the speech of Iveraon 
shows exactly what the secessionists de- 
mand. 


We desire to call the especial attention of 


of the Douglas democrats to the remarks of 
Messrs. Douglas and Pugh. They make 
no excuses for the north in relation to the 
non-execution of the fugitive slave law, but 
declare that in every case that law has been 
enforced where the .courts have been ap- 
pealed to. In view of the position taken by 
these leaders of tbe popular sovereignty de- 
mocracy, what becomes of the doughface 
excuses of their presses for the acts of the 
secessionists ? If the fugitive slave law is 
enforced, what harm has been done by tbe 
personal liberty laws, and what is the ne- 
cessity of their repeal ? 


It will be noted, too, that Iveraon, speak- 


i.ng for the secession!.-! i, scouts the idea 
that the repeal of thu personal liberty laws 
is of any consequence, or that the south 
would be satisfied with their abrogation — he 
demands nothing less than a change of the 
public sentiment of the north in favor of 
slaverv, and. a congressional slave code for 
the protection of slavery in the territories. 
We are called upon to believe slavery mor- 
ally and politically right, and to legislate in 
view of thai belief. Are the democrats of 
the north ready to take that stand ? We 
should like to hear from the Madison Pat- 
riot, on this point. 


Mr. Pugh was magnanimous enough to 


say that nine-tenths of tbe republicans are 
opposed to interfering -with slaves in the 
states ; which is true, as far as the remark 
goes; be might have said ninety-nine hun- 
drc-dths of thorn. 
The debate was a rich 


one, and will be read with interest. 


"3ir.r. Wade of Ohio made a speech 


in the senate on Monday. 
He took repub^. 


Zi'crt»"ground/and protested against all com- 
promises. 
We had won tbe victory, and 


must have what we contended for — that sla- 
very should not exist in the territories. 
He 


declares that a state has no right to secede 
— he 3 id not apprehend that war would be 
made upon a seceding state, but that they 
had the right to do so if they thought fil- 
ths revenue must be collected by the au- 
thority of the Chief Magistrate, and if this 
was resisted, force must rnoet force, when 
tho weakest would go to tho wall. He de- 
clared that the act of levying war against 
the United states was treason. 
Mr. Wade 


continued at considerable length, and as 
v.-s have only a short synopsis of his speech 
we will defer any further reference to it 
until we have a more extended report.

resolution, by a vote of 151 to 14, recora- 
mending to thj states to repeal the person- 
al liberty laws.

If the secession of the southern states, 


for the avowed purpose of perpetuating and 
extending slavery, is justified, the illustra- 
tion by a revolution which was a revolt 
against an infinitely less oppression and 
wrong than slavery, is a very unfortunate 


one. 
If we are rebuked for publishing an 


item of .news, as we publish hundreds of 
others, without approval or dissent, then the 
complaint is a very common one, so com- 
mon that it has no effect upon us. If the 
anti-slavery preaching of the north is con- 
demned, because it is outside of legitimate 
pnlpit duties, then only one more step is 
needed to pass under the same condemna- 
tion all pulpit labors against intemperance 
or any other moral evil. 
A home work 


might be very soon commenced in this di- 
rection. If an invidious comparison be- 
tween the clergy of different denominations 
is designed, the effort is in very bad laste 
and altogether uncalled for, and a student 
of history might possibly find material for 
a bitter retort, if we would permit a dis- 
cussion of that character. The revolution 
had as earnest supporters in the American 
branch of the Church of England as in 
any other church, and her clergy were then 
and are now as patriotic and faithful in 
their duties to the state as any other body of 
ecclesiastics. 


Altogether, tho communication of " Pax" 


is a puzzle, and if our readers can under- 
stand it, they will accomplish a task we have 
been unable to achieve.

of emigration and the census; this, wo say, 
almost constrains us to believe that we 
may new confine the future of the territo- 
ries to the intelligence and patriotism of 
those who are to inhabit them ; or, if this 
suggestion is inadmissable, there is anoth- 
er which contemplates a division of the re- 
maining territories of tlie United States as 
in 1820, when the Missouri compromise 
lino was established. To this we shall be 
told that the compact was violated and that 
the south can't be trusted. 
Perhaps it 


would be so again, but not in our genera- 
don nor in the next, nor until the last six 
years have been forgotten.

They-hail some other schemes in their 
heads, such as a protective tariff, a home-

sive on the institution of slavery in the 
states, taey had none.

New England state opposed any interfer- 
ence with the peculiar institutions .of the 
south, and it was not,fair nor bonest to 
make such allegations against the republi- 
cans. ,Thu remainder of Pugh's speech 
was of no consequence to the general 
reader. 


Douglas next followed. He denied the 


charge of Iverson that the fugitive slave 
law is not enforced in the northern states. 
He supposed all laws of congress w-?.re 
sometimes violated or not. rigorously exe- 
cuted. 
The north enforced the fugitive 


slave-law quite as faithfully as the south en- 
forced ike laws against the African slave 
trade. 
Nine-tenths 
of the complaints 


against the north are unfounded ; there..was. 
a proneuess on the part of newspapers and 
politicians, to magnify what little truth there 
was in these charges, for the purpose of in- 
flaming the passions and prejudices of their 
section against-the north. 
(The Chicago 


Times and Herald for instance.) In re- 
gard to Illinois, a majority of the fugitives 
are arrested and returned without any judi- 
cial process whatever. 
But no notice is'ta- 


ken or credit given for these renditions.— 
In all cases where there happened a judi- 
cial arrest the sluve was. returned—except 
in two instances of rescue, in one of which 
the rescuers have been punished, and in the 
other they are awaiting trial. 
What was 


true of Illinois was equally true of other 
border free states. He thought there, was 
but trifling ground of complaint against the 
.north on the subject of fugitive slaves, and 
that any man ought to be ashamed to faring 
up that thing as one of the reasons to jus- 
tify a dissolution of the Union. As to the 
personal liberty bills, he was opposed to 
them. But he never kenw of an instance 
in which a slaveholder lost a slave on ac- 
count of them. The tills exist only in 
states where the fugitive rarely goes, and 
the 'fuss about them proceeds front the states 
which never lose an;/ negroes. The greatest 
excitement is found in proportion'as you 
recede from the line between the free and 
slave states. The border statesmen each 
side of Mason and Dixon's line, are the 
only ones really interested in the question 
of recapturing fugitives. And they are the 
only ones who have no quarrel with each 
other on the subject. 
They don't threaten 


to dissolve the Union for any such flimsy 
pretexts. 
There never was a time when 


Illinois and Missouri could not settle all the 
difficulty.that grew out of the escaping of 
slaves, by leaving it to two Justices of the 
Peace, selected on either, side of .the river, 
they choosing a third, and both states would 
abide by the award. These gentlemen, who 
have no interests in the matter, magnified 
this thing from a mole-hill into a mountain. 
When you get down south into Georgia and 
Alabama, where they never lose a .slave, 
you find them terribly excited and disturb- 
ed by the outrages and losses under the non- 
fulfillment of the fugitive slave law, exactly 
in proportion as they have no interest in it. 
[Great laughter and applause on the floor 
and galleries.] 


Green of Missouri followed. 
He was for 


planting a standing army along the borders 
to catch slaves. 
He was for a strong gov- 


ernment. For physical power the present 
oue was contemptible. It was not able to 
execute the. promises and guaranties of the 
constitution. He preferred a centralized 
deapstistii, with such a man as Louis Nepo- 
leon to rule over us. " Some might suppose 
he was advocating monarchy. Be it sol 
He would rather have one good monarch 
than four hundred bad ones. 
He admitted 


that the fugitive slave law was enforced in 
proper cases, generally ; but nine out often 
never come before the law. 
There must 


bo ah armed police—a standing army, from 
east to west, and through the north—to 
catch the runaway slaves, or as certain as 
God lives, a dissolution of tbe Union would 
take place, and in that event he woald go 
with the south. 


Douglas replied : "The Sen&cor confesses 


that in all instances where the attention of 
the courts is brought to the subject, the 
law ia faithfully executed; What more can 
any man ask? 
No law can be said to be 


left unexecuted unless the case under it 
has been first brought, before a court of 
some sort. It is a harsh and unjust judg- 
ment against northern people to allege that 
they are responsible for the escape of slaves 
who have never been arrested. 
When you 


talk about ubh execution of laws, you 
speak of cases that are never brought to 
the attention of the courts! It is a new 
and strange doctrine, that we are guilty of 
the non-fnifilrnent of a law, when we ad- 
minister it fairly and impartially in every 
case brought before 
our 
tribunals."— 


(Laughter arid applause;) 
-- ... . . 


Green squirmed and twisted, but Doug- 


las had him down and held him fast by the 
throat. -He said he really wished the dis- 
union gentlemen 'would cease dealing in 
vague generalities, and make out their cat- 
alogue of grievances with definite specifi- 
cations, and let the senate take up each 
case of grief in its turn'and' consider it.— 
If this was done, the country would be 
amazed to see the little real cause of com- 
plaint that existed, after all the tremendous 
ado that was being made by the cotton 
states at this time.

Senator Fitch certified that the fugitive 


law was faithfully executed in Indiana. 


Old aristocrat'Mason arose with a lordly 


air and mien, and declared with swelling 
pomposity that he was utterly amazed at 
what Douglas had. said, in relation to the 
execution of .the fugitive law. 
He (Mason) 


knew that it was habitually trampled under 
foot, and that not one slave in ten '.who es- 
caped was ever captured and returned.— 
The offence is complained of, that the free 
states do not see the covenants of the con- 
stitution executed. 
It is their duty to us 


to catch and restore our runaway niggers. 
It is the duty of the state government to 
help catch them.' -If the north expects to 
live with- usiliej'-must catch them. 
They 


must also give ..us the right to take our 
slaves into the .free states for temporary 
purposes. They must recognize our slaves 
as constitutional property. 
Ho proceeded 


in this strain for some time.

Douglas replied4hat the north was desir- 


ous to keep the covenants of the constitu- 
tion, and as they: did not understand the 
business of .nigger-catching as. well as the 
south, they agreed by their representatives 
in congress to assign tha task of framing 
a satisfactory law to the gentleman fronv 
•Virginia himself- (who is'the.father of the 
present fugitive law.) 
It was passed with- 


out amendment, just as he drafted if. And: 
now, if .it works, badly, why should the blow 
fall on "the north? 
Why .not shoulder'the 


.blame,himself? 
If the law don't operate 


smoothly, it is no fault of the free states. 
He should not charge them with his own 
botch-work and blunders. For eight years 
the law had beenin the hands of its friends. 
Pierce and Buchanan were democrats, the 
government'liad'^Beeii democratic. No one 
charged those administrations, with being, 
derelict in duty. . Why should the republi- 
cans be blamed,'who had never been. re-. 
sponsible-.for.its .execution? ' [It.was; wilh 
difficultythe'chair restrained the applause 
in the galleries at these palpable hits 'and 
centre shots.]

Messrs. Douglas and Pugh. They make 
no excuses for the north in relation to the 
non-execution of the fugitive slave law, but 
declare that in everj case that law has been 
enforced where the courts have been ap- 
pealed to. In view of the position taken by 
theso leaders of tbe popular sovereignty de- 
mocracy, what becomes of the doughface 
excuses of their presses for the acts of the 
»ecea«ioniaU ? If the fugitive slave law is 
*) forced, what harm has been done by tbe 
personal liberty laws, and what is the ne- 
cessity of their repeal ? 


It will be noted, too, that Iversou, speak- 


ing for tbo secession!' 1 1, scouts the idea 
that the repeat of tho personal liberty laws 
ist of any consequence, or that the south 
would bo satisfied with their abrogation — be 
demands nothing less than a change of the 
public sentiment of the north in favor of 
slavery, aud a congressional slave code for 
the protection of slavery in the tenitories. 
We ore called upon to believe slavery mor- 
ally and politically right, and to legislate in 
view of that belief. Are the democrats of 
(ho north ready to take that stand ? We 
should like to hcnr from the Madison Pat- 
riot, on this poiut. 


Mr. Pugh wiw magnanimous enough to 


say that nine-tenths of the republicans art- 
opposed to interfering with slaves in the 
stated ; which is true, as far as the remark 
goesj he uii^ht have said ninety-nine hun- 
dredthd of them. The debate was a rich 
one, uud will be read with interest. 


r. Wade of Ohio made a speech 


in the senate on Monday. He took repub- 
lican giound, fturt protested against alt com- 
promises, 
\Ve had woo tbe victory, and 


must have wbat we contended for — that sla- 
very should not exist in the territories. He 
declares that a slate has no right to secede 
— he Ski not apprehend that war would be 
made upon a seceding state, but that they 
had tbe right to do so if they thought fit — 
the revenue must bo collected by the au- 
thority of tbe Chief Magistrate, and if this 
wa& resisted, force must meet force, when 
the weakest would go to thu wall. He de- 
c-lured that tho act of levy! ig war against 
the United states was treason. Mr. Wade 
continued at considerable length, and as 
we hiuo only a short synopsis of bis speech 
we will defer any further reference to it 
until we bare a more extended report. 


• The house, on Monday, passed a 


resolution, by a rote of 151 to 14, recom- 
mending to Ihj states to repeal the person- 
al liberty laws. The house would be in bet- 
ter business if it would modify and human- 
ize Lhe fugitive itave act.

Orleans paper rebuking the Alabama Bap- 
tist for talking about secession. I suppose 
you do not approve of such rebukes, since 
you hold to tbe rightful union of politics 
aud religion, at least when religious men 
and preachers talk John Brown and repub- 
licanism. 


The Baptists of Alabama number 60,231, 


a pretty large army, and among them is 
immense wealth, and they have many very 
good and able men. 
When tbey unani- 


mously resolve that secession is inevitable; 
it means something. 
They are not indeed 


unanimous, bnt the largp majority deem it 
advisable and necessary. When the colo- 
nies of America meditated and after tbey 
had accomplished seceision,tbe pulpit raised 
its voice, and all but tbe Episcopal clergy 
favored the mighty step with all its danger?. 
Mr. Wingate has recently collected a verv 
interesting volume of theso political ser- 
mons of" The times that tried men's souls," 
and wo may now see what position the 
ministry assumed, and how they regarded 


e union of politics and religion. 
It is now, as it was then, a time when re- 


ligious men should act firmly aud wisely, 
and move in obedience to the clearly un- 
derstood will of God. We should remem- 
ber Washington in the dark days of the 
Revolution, going aside into the forest to 
pray for tbe cause of liberty. God can 
now do more for us than tho mere states- 
man.

We are at a losj to understand tbe object 


of our correspondent. Whether he intends 
to approve tbe action of the Alabama Bap- 
tist convention and defend it by the course 
pursued dining the revolution by tbe cler- 
gymen he alludes to; whether we are " re- 
buked "' for publishing the ailicle referred 
to; whether the anti-slavery preaching in 
tbe north is condemned, and northern min- 
isters who have spoken from the pulpit 
against tbe sin of slavery are censured, or 
whether uu invidious comparison is intend- 
d between the episcopal and baptist clergy, 
we are utterly at a loss to determine. 


If the secession of the southern states, 


for tbe avowed purpose of perpetuating and 
extending slavery, is justified, tho illustra- 
tion by a revolution which was a revolt 
against an iufiuittly less oppression und 
wrong than slavery, is a very unfortunate 
one. If we are rebuked for publishing an 
item of newa, as we publish hundreds of 
others, without approt al or dissent, then the 
complaint is a very common one, so com- 
mon that it has no elfcct ujioa us. If the 
auti slavery preaching of the north is con- 
demned, because it is outside of legitimate 
pulpit duties, then ouly one more step is 
needed to pass under the same condemna- 
tion nil pulpit labors against intemperance 
or any other moral evil. A home work 
might be very soon commenced in this di- 
rection. If an invidious comparison be- 
tween the clergy of different denominations 
is designed, tbe effort is in very bad taste 
and altogether uncalled for, and a student 
of history might possibly find material for 
a bitter retort, if we would permit a dis- 
cussion of that character. 
The revolution 


had as earnest supporters in tbe American 
branch of tbe Church of England as in 
any other church, and her clergy were then 
and are now as patriotic aud faithful in 
their duties to the state as any other body of 
ecclesiastics.

a leading editorial from tbe pen of Thur- 
low Weed, taking strong conaerative ground, 
and while firmly maintaining the constitu- 
tionality of tbe principles of the republican 
party, advising such u compromise as will 
settle existing difficulties and avert the evils 
at present threatening tbe Union.

We are almost prepared to 
say that territories may be safely left to 
take care of themselves, and that when 
tbey contain a population which, under the* 
census, entitles them to a representative in 
congress the; r«ay come into the Union 
with a government of their own framing; 
provided, of course, that they conform to 
the constitution of tbe United States.— 
This, in view of the surroundings of the 
territory belonging to the republic; iit view 
of the fact that for four years, at least, free- 
dom will have fair play, and in view also 
of emigration uud the censusj this, we say, 
almost constrains us to believe that we 
may new confine the future of the territo- 
ries to the intelligence and patriotism of 
those who are to inhabit them ; or, if this 
suggestion is iuadmissablc, there is anoth- 
er which contemplates a division of the re- 
maining territories of tbe United States as 
in 1820, when the Missouri compromise 
line wat established. To this we shall be 
told that the compact was violated and that 
the south can't be trusted. 
Perhaps it 


would be so again, but not in our genera- 
tion nor in tho next, nor until t'ue last six 
yeara have been forgotten.

tones with th* view of making them free 
states; and second, to secure the-offices 
and patronage of the general government. 
They -had some other schemes in their 
heads, such as a protective tariff, a home-

sive on the institution of slavery in the 
states, they had none. 
The moat ultra 


New England state opposed any interfer- 
ence with tbe peculiar institutions of the 
south, and it was not fair nor honest to 
make such allegations against the republi- 
cans. Tbe remainder of Pitgh's speech 
was of no consequence to tbe general 
reader. 


Douglas next followed. He denied the 


charge of Iverson that tbe fugitive slave 
law is not enforced in the northern states. 
He supposed all laws of congress w"re 
sometimes violated or not rigorously exe- 
cuted. The north enforced tbe fugitive 
slave law quite as faithfully as ike south en 
forced the taws against the African slaw 
trade. 
Nine-tenths of the complaints 


against the north are unfouuded ; there was 
a proueuess on the part of newspapers and 
politicians to magnify what little truth there 
was in these charges, for the purpose of in- 
framing the passions and prejudices of their 
section agaiust the north. (The Chicago 
Times and Herald (or instance.) In re- 
gard to Illinois, a majority of the fugitives 
are arrested and returned without any judi- 
cial process whatever.. But DP notice is ta- 
ken or credit given for these renditions.— 
In all cases where there happened a judi- 
cial arrest tbe slave was returned—except 
in two instances of rescue, in one of which 
the rescuers have been punished, and in the 
other they are awaiting trial. Wbat was 
true of Illinois was equally true of other 
border free states. He thought there was 
but trifling ground of complaint against the 
north on ihe subject of fugitive slaves, and 
that any man aught to be ashamed to bring 
np that thing as one of the reasons to jus- 
tify u dissolution of the Union. As to the 
personal liberty bills, he was opposed to 
them. But be never kenw of an instance 
in which a slaveholder lost a slave on ac- 
count of them. The tills exist only in 
states where tbe fugitive rarely goea, and 
the fuss about them proceeds ft om t/ie ttatet 
which never lose any negroes. The greatest 
excitement is found in proportion as you 
recede from the line between the free and 
slave states. Tbe border states, on each 
side of Mason and Dixon's line, are the 
only ones really interested in the question 
of recapturing fugitives. And they are the 
ouly oues who have no quarrel with each 
other on the subject. They don't threaten 
to dissolve the Union for any such flimsy 
pretexts. There never was a time when 
Illinois and Missouri could not settle all the 
difficulty that grew out of tbe escaping of 
slaves, by leaving it to two Justices of the 
Peace, selected on either side of the river, 
they choosing a third, and both states would 
abide by the award. These gentlemen, who 
have no interests in tho matter, magnified 
this thing from a mole-hill into a mountain. 
When you get down south into Georgia and 
Alabama, where they uever loso a slave, 
you find them terribly excited and disturb- 
ed by tbo outrages aud losses under the non- 
fulfilment of tbe fugitive slave law, exactly 
in proportion as they bave no interest in it. 
[Great laughter and applause on the floor 
and galleries.] 


Green of Missouri followed. He was for 


planting a standing army along the borders 
to catch slaves. He was for a strong gov- 
ernment. For physical power the pi-agent 
ouo was contemptible. It was not able to 
execute the promises and guaranties of the 
constitution. He preferred a centralized 
despotism, with such a man as Louis Nepo- 
leon to rule over us. Some might suppose 
he was advocating monarchy. Be it so I 
He would rathar have one good monarch 
than four hundred bad ones. He admitted 
that the fugitive slave law was enfoieed in 
proper case*, generally; but nine out often 
never come before the law. There must 
bo an armed police—a standing army, from 
east to west, and through the north—to 
catch the runaway slaves, or as certain as 
God lives, a dissolution of the Uuiou would 
take place, and in that event he would go 
with the south. 


Douglas replied: " The Senator confesses 


that in all instances where the attention of 
the courts is brought to the subject, the 
law is faithiully executed. 
Wbat more can 


any man ask? No law can be said to be 
left unexecuted unless the case under it 
has been first brought before a court of 
some sort. It is a harsh and unjust judg- 
ment against northern people to allege that 
they are responsible for the escape of slaves 
who have never been arrested. When you 
talk about ubn execution of laws, yon 
speak of cases that are never brought to 
tbe attention of the courts I It is a new 
and strange doctriue, that we are guilty of 
tbe non-fulfilment of a law, when we ad- 
minister it fairly and impartially in every 
case brought before 
our tribunals,"— 


(Laughter and applause.) 


Green squirmed and twisted, but Doug- 


las had him down and held him fast by the 
throat. He said he really wished the dis- 
union gentlemen would cease dealing in 
vague generalities, and make ont their cat- 
alogue of grievances with definite specifi- 
cations, and let the senate take up each 
case of grief in its turn and consider it,— 
If this was done, the country would ba 
amazed to sea tbe little real cause of com- 
plaint that existed, after all the tremendous 
ado that was being made by tbe cotton 
states at this time. 


Senator Fitch certified that the fugitive 


law was faithfully executed in Indiana. 


Old at istocrat' Mason arose with a lordly 


air aud mien, and declared with swelling 
pomposity that he was utterly amazed at 
what Douglas had said, in relation to the 
execution of tbe fugitive law. He (Mason) 
knew that it was habitually trampled under 
foot, and that not one slave in ten who es- 
caped was ever captured and returned.— 
Tho offence is complained ot, that the free 
states do not see the covenants of the con- 
stitution executed. It is their duty to us 
to catch and restore our runaway niggers. 
It is the duty of the state government lo 
help catch them. If the north expects lo 
live with us they must catch them. They 
must also give us the right to take our 
slaves into the free states for temporary 
purposes. They must recognize our slaves 
as constitutional property. He proceeded 
in this strain for some time. 


Douglas replied that tho north wasdesir 


ous to keep the covenants of the constitu- 
tion, and as they did not understand the 
business of nigger-catching as well as the 
south, they agreed by their representatives 
in congress to assign ttio task of framing 
a satisfactory law to tho gentleman from 
Virginia nitnself- (who is the father of the 
present fugitive lav.) 
It was passed with- 


out amendment, just as he drafted it. And 
now, if it works badly, why should the blow 
full on the north ? Why not shoulder the 
blame himself? If the law don't operate 
smoothly, it is no fault of the free states. 
He should not charge them with his own 
botch-work aud blunders. For eight years 
the law had been in the hands of its friend*. 
Pierce and Buchanan were democrats, the 
government had"B\en democratic. No one 
charged those administrations with being 
derelict in duty. Why should the republi- 
cans be blamed, who had never be«n re- 
sponsible for its execution ? [It wad with 
difficulty the chair restrained the applause 
in the galleries at these palpable hits and 
centre »hota.J Wigfall came to Ihe

LOCAL 


Ltci^ire OH Mexico and Central Amer- 
ica. 


From the conversation we have had with 


Mr. R. Win. Hoit, who announces a lecture 
on Mexico and Central America at Lappin's 
Hall on Thursday evening next, we under 
stand that one of the motives of the lectu- 
rer, and one of the objects of the lecture, 
is to aid in forming and maturing a sound 
and practical public opinion in this coun- 
try at this crisis of our history in relation 
to these countries. 


Mr. Hoit assumes, as a self-evident prop- 


osition — a fixed fact requiring no proof, 
that some policy, different from that pursu 
ed by previous administrations towards 
these distracted countries, should now bo 
adopted. Of this fact the Spanish, French 
and English governments have become con- 
vinced, and are taking preliminary steps to 
carry out their designs for the protection of 
ihe lives and property of their subjects re- 
siding in them. Mr. Hoit considers that 
this country will necessarily have to inter- 
fere in the establishmedt of peace and tran- 
quility between the contending factions of 
these so-called republics, but which in real 
ity disgrace the name, and that the true in 
terests of the United States, those of hu- 
manity, civilization and freedom, no less 
than the welfare and prosperity of those 
countries themselves, demand a states- 
man-like and decisive policy to be adopted 
by this country, in defence of and in secu- 
rity for (he lives and property of American 
citizens, who have established enterprises 
of commerce and industry and manufacto- 
ries in them, aud looking to the final ab- 
sorption into one great and free republic to 
the Isthmus of Panama. 


Mr. Hoit proposes to submit to the pub- 


lic the results of his observations and prac- 
tical experience during twenty years, and 
hopes to correct some erroneous impres- 
sions, and help to shape the public mind in 
the right direction relative to those coun- 
tries, and the question of slavery as appli- 
cable to them. .

ate on the 13tt inst., winch we publish to- 
day, is a triumphant refutation of the false 
charges made against, the north and the re- 
publican party; and'"the speech of Iversbn 
shows exactly what the secessionists de- 
mand. 


We desire to call the especial attention of 


of the Douglas democrats to the remarks of 
Messrs. Douglas and Pngh. They make 
no excuses for the north in relation to the 
non-execution of the fugitive slave law, but 
declare that in every case that law has been 
enforced where the courts have been ap- 
pealed to. la view of the position taken by 
these leaders of the popular sovereignty de- 
mocracy, what becomes of the doughface 
excuses of their presses for the acts of the 
secessionists 1 If the fugitive slave law is 
enforced, what barm lias been doue by the 
personal liberty laws, and what is the ne- 
cessity of their repeal ? 


It will be noted, too, that Iverson, speak- 


ing for the secessionist?, scouts the idea 
that the repeal of the personal liberty laws 
is of any consequence, or that the south 
would be satisfied with their abrogation—he 
demands nothing less than a change of the 
imbiic sentiment of the north -in favor of 
slavery, aud a congressional slave code for 
the protection of slavery in the territories. 
V-'ii are called upon to believe slavery mor- 
ally aad politically right, and to'legislate in 
view of ihut belief. Are the democrats of 
•.Lie r.orth reauy to take that stand?

This, in view of the surroundings of the 
territory belonging to the republic; in view 
of the fact that for four years, at least, free- 
dom will have fair play, and in view also 
of emigration and the census; this, we say, 
almost constrains us to believe that we 
may now confine the future of the territo- 
ries to the intelligence aud patriotism of 
those who are to inhabit them 5 or, if this 
suggestion is inadmissable, there is anoth- 
er which contemplates a division of the re- 
maining territories of the United States as 
in 1820, when the Missouri compromise 
line was established. 
To this we shall be 


told that the compact was violated and that 
the south can't- be trusted. 
Perhaps it 


would be SO again, but not in our genera- 
tion nor in the next, nor until the last six 
years have been forgotten.

tories with the view of making them free 
states ; and second, to secure the offices 
and patronage of the general government. 
They had some other schemes iu their 
heads, such as a protective tariff, a home- 
stead bill, a Pacific railroad and the like. _ 
But as for any policy in their minds oppres- 
sive on the institution of slavery in the 
states, they had none. . The most ultra 
New England state opposed any interfer- 
ence with the peculiar institutions of the 
south, and it was not fair nor honest to 
make such allegations against the republi- 
cans. 
The remaiuder of Pugh's speech 


was of no consequence to - the general 
reader. 


Douglas next followed. He denied the 


charge of Iverson that the 'fugitive slave 
law is not enforced in the northern states. 
He supposed all laws of congress were 
sometimes violated or not rigorously exe- 
cuted. The north enforced the fugitive 
slave law quite as faithfully as the south en 
forced tM laws against the African slave 
trade. 
Nine-tenths of the complaints 


against the north are unfounded ; there was 
a proneness on the part of newspapers and 
politicians to magnify what little truth there 
was in these charges, for the purpose of in- 
flaming the passions and prejudices of their 
section against the north. (The Chicago 
Times and Herald for instance.) 
In re- 


gard to Illinois, a majority of the fugitives 
are arrested and returned without any judi- 
cial process whatever. But no notice is ta- 
ken or credit given for these renditions.— 
In all cases where there happened a judi- 
cial arrest the slave was returned — except 
in two instances of rescue, in one of which 
the rescuers have been punished, and in the 
other they are awaiting trial. What was 
true of Illinois was equally true of other 
border free states. He thought there was 
but trifling ground of complaint against the 
north on the subject of fugitive slaves, and 
that any man ought to be ashamed to brin" 
up that thing as one of the reasons to ins- 
tify a dissolution of the Uuion. As to the 
persona! liberty bills, he was opposed to 
them. 
But he never kenw of an instance 


in which a slaveholder lost a slave on ac- 
count of them. Xhe bills exist only in 
states where the fugitive rarely goes, and 
the fuss about them proceeds from the states 
which never lose any negroes. The greatest 
excitement is found in proportion as you 
recede from the line between the frae and 
slave states. The border states, on" each 
side of Mason and Dixon's line, are the 
only ones really interested in the question 
of recapturing fugitives. 
And they are the 


only ones who have no quarrel with each 
other on the subject. They don't threaten 
to dissolve the Union for any such flimsy 
pretexts. There never was a time when 
Illinois aud Missouri could not settle all the 
difficulty that grew out of the escaping of 
slaves, by leaving it to two Justices of the 
Peace, selected on either side of the river 
they choosing a third, and both states would 
abide by the award. 
These gentlemen, who 


have no interests in the matter, mao-nified 
this thing from a raole-iiiil into a mountain 
When you get down south into Georgia and 
Alabama, where they never lose a slave 
you find them terribly excited and disturb- 
ed by the outrages and losses under the non- 
fulfillment of the fugitive slave law, exactly 
in proportion as they have no interest in it. 
[Great laughter and applause on the floor 
and galleries.] 


Green of Missouri followed. 
He was for 


planting a standing army along the borders 
to catch slaves. He was for a strong gov- 
ernment. 
For physical power the present 


oue was contemptible. It was not able to 
execute the promises and guaranties of the 
constitution. He preferred a centralized 
despetisii, with such a man as Louis Napo- 
leon to rule over us.

(Laughter and applause.)

He (Mason) 
knew that it was habitually trampled under 
foot, and that not one slave in ten who es- 
caped was ever - captured. and returned.— 
The.offence is complained of, that the free 
states do not see the covenants of the con- 
stitution executed. It is their duty to us 
to catch and restore our runaway niggers. 
It is the duty of the state government to 
help catch them. If the north expects to 
live with us they must catch them. .They 
must also give us the right fo take our 
slaves into the free states for temporary 
purposes. They must recognize our slaves 
as constitutional property. He proceeded 
iu this strain for some time. 


Douglas replied that the north was desir- 


ous to keep the covenants of the constitu- 
tion, and as they did not understand the 
business of nigger-catching 'as well as the 
south, they agreed by their representatives 
in congress to assign the task of framing 
a satisfactory law to the gentleman from 
Virginia himself (who is the father of the 
present fugitive law.) It was passed with- 
out amendment, just as he drafted it. And 
now, if it works badly, why should the blow- 
fall on the north? Why not shoulder the 
blame himself? 
If the law don't operate 


smoothly, it:is no fault of the free states. 
He should not charge them with his own 
botch-work and blunders. For eight years 
the law had been in the hands of its friends. 
Pierce and Buchanan were democrats, the 
government had been democratic, 
Nq one 


charged those administrations with being 
derelict in duty. 
Why should the republi- 


cans be blamed, who had never been re- 
sponsible for its execution ? [It was with 
difficulty the chair restrained tba applause 
in the galleries at these palpable hits and 
centre shots.] , Wigfall came to the rescue 


of Mason, who Was badly harpooned. But 
i must reserve for another letter the re- 
mainder of the discussion. It was decided- 
ly rich, and agreeable to the republican 
side of the house.

Mr. R. Win. Hoit, who announces a lecture 
on Mexico *nd Ceulral America at Lnppin's 
Ha!) on Thurudaj evening next, we under 
•uad that one of the roolives of the lectu- 
rer, and one of the objects of the lecture, 
U to aid in forming and maturing a aound 
and practical public opinion in thia coun- 
try at this crisis of our history in relation 
to these countries. 


Mr. Eoit aaautnea, a* a self-evident prop 


Oiitiou—a fixed fact requiring no proof, 
that iome policy, different from that pursu 
ed by previous administrations towards 
then detracted countries, should now be 
adopted. Of this fact the Spanish, French 
and English governments have become con 
vioced, and arc taking preliminary steps to 
earrj oat their designs for the protection ot 
the Urea and property of their subjects re 
tiding in them. Mr. Hoit considers that 
this country will necessarily have to inter 
fer» in the eatablishmedt of peace and tran 
qoilitr between the contending factions of 
these so-called republics, but which in real- 
ity disgrace the name, and that the true in- 
tftroatt of the United States, those of hu 
manitr, cmliaatioi and freedom, no less 
than the welfare aud prosperity of those 
countries themselves, demand a states- 
man-like and decisive policy to be adopted 
bv this country, in defence of and in secu- 
rity for the lives and property of American 
citizens, who have established enterprises 
of commerce and industry and manufacto- 
ries in them, aud looking to the final ab- 
sorption into one great and free republic to 
the Isthmus of Panama. 


Mr. Hoit proposes to subnftt to the pub- 


lic the results of his observations and prac- 
tical experience during twenty yearn, and 
hopes to correct BO me erroneous impres- 
sions, and help to shape the public mind in 
the right direction relative to those coun- 
tries, and the question of slavery as appli- 
cable to them. 


Fillibusterism has proved abortive ; has 


died * natural death, and the field is now 
open to practical meu for colonization en- 
terprises, which, if properly established, 
will, it is contended by the lecturer, meet 
with brilliant success. 


Mr. H. resides at Tiger Island, on the 


Pacific side of the state of Honduras, 
which is one of the states which composed 
the republic of Guatemala, where he has 
steam mills cutting mahogany and cedar 
timber, and intends returning with a num- 
ber of practical men. He is not only well 
informed, but also practically experienced 
in all that pertains to those countries and 
their inhabitants, on which he will lecture, 
and, withal, personally interested in their 
condition and prosperity. 
Having resided 


in the city of Mexico from 1840 to 1847, 
Mr. Hoit is equally posted in relation to 
that republic, and we bespeak for his lec- 
ture a full attendance by our citizens.

From the conversation wo have had with 


Mr. R. Wm. Hoit, who announces a lecture 
on Mexico and Central America at Lappin's 
Hall on Thursday evening next, we under- 
stand that one of the motives of the lectu- 
rer, and one of the objects of the lecture, 
is to aid in forming and maturing a sound 
and practical public opinion in this coun- 
try at this crisis of our history in relation 
to these countries. 


Mr. Hoit assumes, as a self-evident prop- 


osition—a fixed fact requiring no proof, 
that some policy,- different from that pursu- 
ed by previous administrations towards 
these distracted countries, should now be 
adopted. 
Of this fact the Spanish, French 


and English governments have become con- 
vinced, and are taking preliminary steps to 
carry out their designs for the protection of 
the lives aud property of their subjects re 
siding in them. Mr. Hoit considers that 
this country will necessarily have to inter- 
fere in the establishmedt of peace and Iran- 
quility between the contending factious of 
these so-called republics, but which in real 
ity disgrace the name, and that the true in 
terests of the United States, those of hu- 
manity, civilization and freedom, no less 
than the welfare and prosperity of those 
countries themselves, demand a states* 
man-like and decisive policy to be adopted 
by this country, in defence of and in secu- 
rity for the lives and property of American 
citizens, who have established enterprises 
of commerce and industry and manufacto- 
ries in them, and looking to the final ab- 
sorption into one great and free republic to 
the Isthmus of Panama. 


Mr. Hoit proposes to submit to the pub 


lie the results of his observations and prac- 
tical experience daring twenty years, aud 
hopes to correct some erroneous impres- 
sions, anil help to shape the public mind in 
the right direction relative to those coun- 
tries, and the Question, of slavery as appli- 
cable to them. 


Fillibusterism has proved abortive : has 


died a natural death, and the field is now 
open to practical men for colonization en 
terprises, which, if properly established 
will, it is contended by the lecturer, meet 
with brilliant success. 


Mr. H. resides at Tiger Island, on the 


Pacific side of the state of Honduras, 
which is one of the states which composed 
the republic of Guatamala, where he has 
steam mills cutting mahogany and cedar 
timber, and intends returning with a num- 
ber of practical men. He is not only v/el 
informed, but also practically experienced i 
in all that pertains to those countries aud
